It Causes Judicial Investigation — G W. For- 
man Is Forgiven. 



Hamilton, lint., October 2. — ’The defi'at of t'loti'ii 
favorite in the opening event at Hamilton this aft,'r- 
lUMin, ,‘auseil not a littio talk and led ti> an ollicial 
investigation of the race. Cloten was riilden h.v

all hut left. He lacki'd early speed and was badly 
outrun the first three furlongs. But in the stretch 
run he closed stoutly and was we.'iring the leaders 
down at Uie end. The stewards called on Moreland 
for an explanation of his ride anil he evhlently 
satisficil the officials that he wa.s not to blame 
for the horse’s iMKir showing. D. Brazil, trainer 
of the horse, was also askeil for an explanation, 
and the matti'r ended with no official action being 
taken, ami it was probably just as well for the 
stewards would probably have taken a different 
view of the matter tiuiiorrow, as they did in the 
Wabash yiu'cii Forman I'ase l,Mla.v. Formaii, the 
trainer of Wataisli tjiiecn, ai-cordiiig to the presiding 
officiil, j.ckiiowlctlged that he ha,l tohl some ia.'ople 
that he ,ii,l not like the I'liances of ids mare.. The
